BEIEF  HINTS  ON  SOWING — Nine-tenths  of  the  fail- 
ures in  raising  flowers  are  caused  by  improper  treat- 
ment of  the  seeds  and  young  plants.  The  finer  seeds 
should  be  started  in  shallow,  well-drained  boxes  in  the 
house  and  the  young  seedlings  should  be  transplanted 
a few  times  until  they  are  large  enough  to  be  set  out 
into  the  open  ground.

It  should  then  be  harrowed  and  reharrowed  several  times,  so  as  to 
put  it  in  first-class  condition.  After  the  ground  is  in  good  tilth,  the 
seed  should  be  carefully  sown,  either  by  hand  or  using  the  Cahoon 
or  Cyclone  Broadcast  Seed  Sowers,  and  then  cover  by  rolling,  or,  if 
a roller  is  not  available,  by  a light  or  brush-drawn  harrow.  Rolling 
is,  however,  preferable,  as  it  firms  the  soils  and  does  not  cover  the  seed  too  deep.  Care 
should  be  taken  not  to  cover  the  seed  more  than  about  an  average  of  half  an  inch  deep.

It  is  a great  soil  enricher,  for  the  nodules 
on  its  roots  are  the  home  of  bacteria  that  extract  the  nitrogen  from 
the  air  and  transform  it  into  a valuable  fertilizing  element,  also  loosen- 
ing up  the  soil  and  bringing  up  the  mineral  constituents  from  the 
lower  layers  of  soil  to  be  utilized  later  by  shallow  rooter  crops.  As  a 
hay  producer  it  surely  has  no  equal  when  once  established,  as  from 
three  to  four  cuttings  may  be  had  in  a season,  according  to  conditions, 
totaling  from  four  to  six  tons  per  acre. 

Three  things  are  necessary  in  growing  Alfalfa:  First,  sweet  soil — that  is, 
soil  free  from  acid.  Sour  soils  can  he  made  sweet  by  the  application  of  lime. 
Second,  the  soil  must  be  well  drained.  Soil  which  has  been  planted  to  corn  or 
some  other  hoed  crop  for  at  least  two  years  is  necessary  for  Alfalfa.  It  should 
be  thoroughly  plowed  and  then  harrowed  at  intervals  of  two  or  three  weeks  or 
as  often  as  a crop  of  weeds  appear. 

The  seed  should  be  covered  about  1 inch  deep.  This  can  be  done  to  best 
advantage  by  using  a horse  weeder  after  which  the  ground  should  be  rolled. 
Alfalfa  is  one  of  the  leguminous  crops  and  takes  its  nitrogen  from  the  air,  pro- 
viding the  soil  contains  bacteria,  which  is  necessary  to  give  it  power. 

The  seed  may  be  sown  broadcast  or  in  drills.  If  sown  broadcast,  use  20 
to  25  pounds  of  seed  per  acre;  in  drills,  15  pounds.  Sowings  made  in  the  Spring, 
March  and  April.  A crop  of  hay  may  be  secured  the  first  season,  and  the  field 
should  be  mowed  several  times,  which,  indeed,  is  an  advantage,  as  the  result  will 
be  that  the  plants  will  form  a good  root  system,  besides  keeping  dowu  the  weeds. 
When  once  established,  will  give  four  or  five  cuttings  or  from  eight  to  ten  tons 
of  fine  hay  per  acre  each  year.  Stands  the  heat  and  drought  when  once  estab- 
lished, and  will  last  for  forty  or  fifty  years. 

Fertilizing — Use  1,000  pounds  of  ground  limestone,  400  pounds  of  Bonemeal 
fertilizer,  broadcast,  to  each  acre.  Applying  a coating  of  well  rotted  stable 
manure  will  be  beneficial.  The  lime  and  Bonemeal  are  necessary;  if  you  have 
tried  Alfalfa,  and  it  dried  out,  it  was  on  account  of  need  of  these  fertilizers.  On 
old  Alfalfa  meadows  use  600  pounds  of  Bonemeal  fertilizer  to  the  acre,  broadcast.

Another  annual  va- 
riety and  must  be 
sown  every  year.  It  is  however  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  forage  crops  grown.  Sudan 
is  probably  the  wild  original  form  of  the 
cultivated  Sorghums.  It  is  a tall  annual 
grass  growing  under  favorable  conditions  to 
a height  of  6 to  10  feet,  but  when  broadcast- 
ed thickly,  it  grows  only  3 to  5 feet  high.

In 
general  appearance,  Sudan  Grass  is  much 
li_ke_  Johnson  Grass,  but  they  are  entirely 
distinct,  for  Sudan  Grass  lacks  root  stocks, 
and  therefore,  never  becomes  troublesome  as 
a weed.  The  stems  are  leafy,  erect,  and  sel- 
dom lodging.

Use  5 lbs.  per  acre  if 
in  cultivated  rows;  10 
lbs.  per  acre  in  drills,  and  20  to  30  lbs.  per 
acre  broadcast.  It  should  not  be  planted 
until  all  danger  of  frost  is  past  and  the 
ground  thoroughly  warm,  as  the  young  plant 
is  tender.

Soy  Beans  and  Cow  Peas  Should  Be  Inoculated  With 


Comparing  Soy  Beans  and  Cow  Peas 

Soy  Beans  and  Cow  Peas  although  alike  in  many  respects  differ 
as  follows;  Soy  Beans  will  stand  the  frost  that  would  be  fatal  to 
Cow  Peas  and  continue  to  grow.  They  are  better  yielders  of  grain 
than  the  Cow  Peas  and  plants  are  erect  and  easier  to  cut.  An  acre 
of  Soy  Beans  is  50  per  cent  greater  in  feeding  value  than  an  acre 
of  Cow  Peas.  Unlike  Cow  Peas  Soy  Beans  mature  all  the  pods  at 
practically  the  same  time.  On  the  other  hand,  Cow  Peas  will  suc- 
ceed on  a very  poor  soil  that  will  not  support  Soy  Beans.  They  will 
stand  a greater  degree  of  drought.  They  ripen  their  seed  a little 
earlier  as  a rule  and  are  better  for  choking  out  weeds.

In  addition  to  the  fact  that  Soja  Beans  make  one  of  the  best  of 
summer  forage  crops  and  are  splendid  soil-improvers,  they  are  com- 
ing rapidly  into  use  and  popularity  for  use  as  table  beans,  and  also 
for  canning,  the  same  as  navy  beans  for  “pork  and  beans.’’

The  land  should  be  prepared  as  for  cow  peas,  and  the 
tuxe  planted  in  drills  at  a sufficient  distance  to  permit 

one  or  two  cultivations.  One  bushel  of  seed  will  plant  two  or  three 
acres,  the  amount  depending  on  the  distance  between  the  rows.  The 
planting  should  be  shallow,  never  more  than  two 
inches,  or  many  of  the  seed  will  decay.  This  is  a 
very  important  point  to  remember.  Inoculation  with 
soil  from  any  old  soy  bean  field  is  not  usually  nec- 
essary. If  wanted  for  hay  the  crop  should  be  cut 
when  the  upper  leaves  begin  to  turn  yellow,  but  if 
wanted  for  seed  the  gathering  should  be  delayed 
until  nearly  all  the  leaves  have  fallen.  The  hay  is 
easily  cured  and  is  nearly  as  nutritious  as  alfalfa 
hay.  The  seed  planted  in  drills  at  a sufficient  dis- 
tance to  permit  cultivation,  using  from  25  to  40 
pounds  per  acre.  It  is  also  sown  broadcast  at  the 
rate  of  one  bushel  to  the  acre.  Soy  Beans  may  fol- 
low a crop  of  rye  or  barley.  Sowing  thickly  will 
prevent  the  stalks  from  growing  too  coarse,  and  will 
enable  them  to  be  harvested  and  cured  to  better  ad- 
vantage.
